I. f B 'HE Purchafers will be obliged to let their Pictures remain 

JL hung up in the Rooms, late the Royal Academy , in Pall 
Mall, in their prefent Hate, during the time of view, which 
will continue till fome time in May, 1789. 

II. The Committee appointed for conducting the fale will give 
notice Three Days previous to the removal of the Pictures, 
which muft be at the expence of the Purchafer, 

III. This Affemblage confifting of Pictures belonging to different 
Proprietors, the names of Mailers have been entered in the 
Catalogue according to the lifts received with the Pictures, 
therefore the Committee cannot warrant them pure and 
originals; and the Purchafer mull leave his own judgment to 
decide, or that of whomfoever he chufes to confult. 

IV. If the Meafure of each Picture fpecified in the Catalogue 
fhould not be exaCt, the Purchafer muft fubmit to the chance. 

V. The Buyers to depoftt Twenty-five per Cent, on the price of the 
purchafe, which the Committee will give a receipt for, allur¬ 
ing them of the poffeflion in the courfe of the month of May 

1789,

1789, of any Pidture numbered in the lift, put up in the Rooms* 
provided the receipt is figned by Two of the Committee. 

VI. This condition of Twenty-five per Cent, as earneft money, 
extends only to Pictures of One Hundred Pounds value or 
above. For Pictures under that fum and above Twenty, the 
Purchafer to pay the Third Part as earneft money; and for 
Pictures of Twenty Pounds value and under, half of the pur- 
chafe money to be laid down. 

VII. The Purchafer will receive as fpecified. Three Days notice 
or perhaps more, of the time allotted for the delivery of the 
Pictures, which will be continued Three fucceffive Days, and 
if during thefe Three laft Days, he fends not for what he has 
bought and does not compleat his payments, he will lofe his 
right to the purchafe and the earneft money. 

VIII. To make the Payments eafy to thofe perfons who may 
prefer it, the Committee will give Three Months credit from 
the day the Pictures are delivered, on their Bills, bearing 
Intereft of Five per cent, and accepted by a Banker or 
Merchant of credit refident in London, who muft be known 
and approved of by the Committee, and in that cafe the Pur¬ 
chafer muft make application the firft of the Three Days. 
But this mode of payment includes only Sums to the amount 
of Fifty Pounds and upwards. 

IX. Any Purchafer, who, inftead of paying the earneft money to 
the Committee, may prefer depofiting it in the hands of Meflrs. 
Pybus and Co. Bankers, in Bond Street, will be equally fecure 
in their depofit, till the Pictures are delivered, on producing a 
Receipt from the above-mentioned Bankers. This only regards 
thofe Purchafers of no lefs value than Fifty Pounds.
